WASHISUTOX LETTER.

(From onr regular correspondent.) .

Washington, Sep"., 28, 1881.

The appearance about Washington
of the familiar faces .of public men,
who 'through . modern pictorial art
are known almost as well in the ham-

lets of this vast country as at the
Capital itself, indicate the not re-

mote approach of the fall political
opening. The city is alert with pre
paration. Hotels and boarding hous
se, private residences and shops,
streets ana siuewaltcs are receiving
the touches of renovation, and are
having their youth and freshness re
newed with such cosmetics as paint,
whitewash, wall paper and paving
stones.

The most ' conspicuous improve
ment is that which has been made in
the Capitol. Marble terraces have
been built about the north and west
with the result of improving the sym-etric- al

effect of the building by re-

ducing the disproportion of the dome.
Between forty and fifty workmen

are now engaged in the work-she- ds

opposite the south side of the Capitol
preparing the marble and granite
blocks for the terraces. This work
Is being pushed along rapirtly. The
terrace work has advanced so far as
to enable one to see the beauty and
value of the improvement. There
are 150 men employed at the work.
These include laborers, brick-laye- rs

and well diggers. . The latter are em-

ployed in sinking wells down some 25
feet beiow the present surface of the
ground. These wells are tilled up
with concrete and stone masonry,
and between the wells massive brick
arches are constructed to support the
walls. This method is adopted to
save expense and time, and to secure
a solid foundation. : To excavate the
entire foundation would be danger-
ous. The contractor feels assured
that be can finish the north and south
parts of the terrace before the close
of the present building season. Pre-
parations are now .being made to lav
the Sagging of the north terrace,
which forms tbe reefs of the
vaults. There will be twenty larga
roorrs on Use north side.

These rooms wiI
relieve tbe interior part of the Capi-

tol of a vast number of document!.
In the building, itself much is be-

ing done to prepare for the coming
of congress.

tions on the senate, are being hand-
somely fitted up, and the ceilings
and walls frescoed. The paintings',
"The Battle of the Thames," and
"The Capitulation of the City pi
Mexico," have been finished aud will
soon be placed in position in the rd-tund- a.

..Such is the pressure for
committee rooms in the building that
the document rooms had to be removV
cd to an interior part, where there Is

but little ventilation, and the room
surrendered to the committee on for
eign affairs. The secretary of stati
when conferring with this committee
does so in secret. . The clerks there
fore to carry on their work are re
quired to seek desk room in othet'
places. The document room wasj

seized npon to obviate this difficulty
A large force of men are painting

the interior of the dome. Prepara--i
tions will Boon be made to lay the car--"
pets in the senate and house cham
bers. . The supreme court chamber!
has been painted and the marble
cleaned down. On all sides the busy,
workman is seen lending Lis hand to!
